a) RESHETTJ3CAIC disclosed to a question about his function in the Ensemble that he 
is rasponsibleefor the organizational affairs of the dance grot^. This appeared 
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to be a forced reply* Later, ooranaenting on the theatre «md ballet in the Ukraine, the 
Subject stated that both forms have achieved great results* However, vfhen the Source 
reforad to the comments made at the recent Congress of the Ukr, Writers Union calling 
for improvements in this field, the Subject e?sa;used himself tlmt he could not comment 
beiiiig aaay from the course of events* He was able only to remark about events regarding 
the Inseeiblew 

b) Referring to the low circulation of books and other publications the Sub* 
ject admitted that there was a paper shortage in the Ukraine and added that the govern* 
mont finds it more ii-portant to touse the people and then woiry about the paper short- 
age* 

c) With regains the film ®Shado^rs of the Forgotten Ancestors* RilSHElIIJEMK 
claimed to have fo und parts which ho disliked* He remained silent about the producers 
fnilwre to portray the true religious life of the Hutsuls* 

4) Before the meeting broke up RESHEfSKAK made a point to question the Source about bis 
n ame, family baoliground, and livelihood* He was very much intorestsd to have another 
meeting which the So\irce vbs no$ able to hold* 

$) During his entire stay in Chicago HEaiEIHXAK was seen vjith many other blkraibianaw 
He shov/ed the greatest interest in all those people interested in the Ensemble and 
lo’ho had meetings ^dth members of the dance group* Talcing into consideration his inta- 
rests and position in the Ensejible as vrell as the fact ttot ho vras not publical3-y in- 
troduced during the banquet it would seem likely that ha may vary well bee an agent of ■ 
the ECB* On the ;/hole the meeting was very d3y and the participants of the meeting 
spoke only in generalities*
